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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments filed 12 November 2008 further limit the claims to require a depression with a base, a plurality 
of terminals, each terminal connected to a measuring electrode, a common electrode having a terminal, immobilization at the surface, and 
application of a voltage between the common electrode terminal and the plurality of terminals before hybridization and after hybridization. 
These new limitations further narrow the scope of the claims, and thus require additional search and consideration because the claims now 
require these additional limitations. These new limitations were not present at the time of the final rejection, and therefore will not be 
searched. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remaining arguments in the Remarks 
refer to the amended claims and rely solely on the amendments.
